JOHN Delaney will not quit without a 
big pay-off from the FA, a solicitor for 
the Professional Footballers 
Association of ireland clain 

yesterday. 

Stuart Gilhooly said he believes 
there is no way the former FAI boss will 
step down without a sum of money. 

As he was being paid around 
€360,000 a year as chief executive 
and €120,000 from UEFA the 
severance package could run to over 
Emilion 

Speaking on RTE's Today with Sean 
O'Rourke, Mr Gilhooly said there's no 
doubt former chiet executive Mr 
Delaney is entitled to due process, and. 
that itis important there is closure, 

He added Mr Delaney cannot be 
sacked for gross misconduct without 
any evidence, which is why an 
investigation is needed 

Mr Gilhooly said: “What's quite clear 
is that there's a loss of confidence in 
John Delaney. 

‘The board and politicians seem to 
have lost confidence, and | can tell you 
that the football community and the 
players have lost confidence in him. 

So the question is, what do the 
board do from there? They clearly 
cannot sack him for gross misconduct 
without evidence of same, and they 
haven't got that. 

“That's why an investigation is 
taking place, and who know what 
investigation will show up ~ it may well 
show he's done nothing wrong, who 
knows: 

Mr Gilhooly was speaking following 
the voluntary resignation of two 
members ~honorary secretary 
Michael Cody and treasurer Eddie

A RARE first anniversary 
Irish Proclamation is 
expected to sell for tens of 
thousands of euro at 
auction next month: 

It was printed one year 
after the 1916 Easter Rising 
and there are just three 
1917 documents still in 
existence. 

The Proclamation is set 
to go under the hammer at 
Victor Mee Auctions in Co 
Cavan on May 8 

In 1917, it was removed 
byamember of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police at Butt 
Bridge in central Dublin on 
orders of the High Sheriff 
to avoid political unrest 

He later gave it to Robert 
Bradley, a retired sheerift 

It was passed on to the 
McKay family who safely 
kept the piece for over six 
decades, passing it down 
to the current owner, who 
wishes to remain anony 

They said “It was given 
by the sheriff to my father 
with the words ‘look after 
this, it will be important 
someday 

“My father kept it safely 
over six decades until 
finally it became my 
responsibility? 

The 1917 Proclamations 
were printed by Cumann 
na mBan with the original 
printing blocks used for 
the original version after 
they were gathered from 
the wreckage of the GPO, 

Ithas been estimated to 
sell for €10,000 to €20,000 
when it goes under the 
hammer.

EATING red or processed 
meat four times a week 
increases the risk of bowel 
cancer, a study found. 

The researchers found 
that one in 15 men and 
one in 18 women born 
after 1960 would be diag 
nosed with bowel cancer. 

The risk rose 20% with 
g of processed 
meat - roughly a rasher of 
bacon or slice of ham ~ 
people ate per day. 

And it increased by 19% 
with every daily 50g 
portion of red meat, about 
athick slice of roast beef or 
a lamb chop.

History Unit - it keeps pushing the bound- 
aries of incredible telly. 

It has transported us up mountains, across 
deserts, into the clouds, deep under the ocean 
~ pretty much everywhere 

So it stands to reason that the next dimension 
to conquer is space. And thanks to the dozens 
of satellites that circle the earth, now that can 
be done too. 

Itslike having another camera crew hundreds 
of miles up in the sky. Thanks to incredible tech- 
nology, we can see vast swathes of our planet 
which have been previously hidden, and also 
zoom right down on those areas to see indi 
Vidual animals and humans, 

It can do things like track a herd of elephants 
through North Kenya from orbit, while also 
following them closely on the ground. That 
meta-perspective gives us a chance to view the 
ever-changing landscape, and unfortunately 
also see the damage being caused, as well as tell 
the story of the natural world like never before, 

Time-lapse photography shows how the land 
is transformed after the first rain following a 
drought, how underwater volcanoes have 
shaped the landscape, and even how new 
penguin colonies have been identified thanks to 
their poo!
